WUOOLAKO, October 31. — Detective 


Stillwelt sprung the long expected sen- 
sation in the Worden train-wrecking 
trial today, in the shape of a written 
confession of the wreck which was de- 
livered to Stillwall by Worden last Ao- 
gust. 
Stillwell related how Worden 


eent for him and made a -confession of 
his own free will, without inducement 
in the shape of promises. 
Worden 


wanted tbe prosecution to pav him $500 
for his confession, but he was told that 
no auch arrangement could be made. 
Worden told Btillwell that Hatch, Ap- 
pleman, Tom Kelly, John Dunn, Albert 
Wheeler and a man named Dyer wore 
the ones who wrecked the train. 


He also said ho could tell where the 


guns, re,volvers_ and amunition were con- 
cealed. He said he got the information 
from Hatch while in jail. Worden's 
written statement waa read to the jury. 
In it Worden gives an account of hia 
whereabouts on the night preceding 
the wreck, which corroborates the testi- 
mony of other witnesses. On tbe morn- 
ing of July llth he was coming out of 
Rhode's saloon in Sacramento when a 
stranger, who said he waa ah A. R. IJ. 
rna.n, gave him an order from Knox to a 
liveryman authorizing the delivery of a 
team to Albert Wheeler with which to 
go to Brighton. 


The order bore the seal of the Union. 


In company with the man, Worden vis- 
ited several livery stables to find a rig, 
but could not find a vehicle to carry the 
nine men until they went toWflson's 
etablea. The statement then details the 
movements of Worden and others until 
the second crossing out of Washington 
wag reached, corroborating the teati- 
monv of Johnnie Sherburne, the boy 
who drove the rig. Packwood Wheeler, 
McMahau, Oyer, Kelly, Barrett, KUlian 
and others were in the wagon. At the 
second crossing Worden says he got out 
and returned to Sacramento. He was 
asleep in bis room at the time of the 
wreck. The prosecution then rested its 
case, and court adjourned until tomor- 
row. 


The Overland Fast Train. 


SAN FRANCISCO, November 2.—The 


handsomest and.most complete train 
that ever left Oakland mole pulled out 
today bound for New Orleans over the 
Southern Pacific Sunset route. It was 
the first train of the new fast service to 
.New Orleans, which bag been instituted 
by tbe Southern Pacific with a view to 
obtaining a larger share of winter traffic 
to and from the east. Tbe train, which 
consists entirely of veatibulo sleepers, 
will run through to Now Orleans in fast 
time and will make quick connections 
there for New York and Chicago. The

POWDER MILL EXPLODES. 


Charles Worden Killed While Mix- 


ing Fuse Powder, 


SASTA CBVZ, November 1.—At G.05 


this evening a sharp report wu heard, 
and smoke arose in the direction of tbe 
powder works. It was ascertained that 
a single-wheel mill had blown up, and 
Charles Worden, aged 24 years, had 
been killed. At the tiuia he was taking 
off a charge of fuse powder. In making 
fuae powder the process of mixiujc takea 
three hoara. A helper, William Doraey, 
had juat gone to supper. Pat Hughes, 
the night watchman, who had been 
showing Worden how to mix the pow- 
der, left to ring the night bell 'five 
minutes before. It is impossible to as- 
certain what caused the explosion. The 
other day there was an explosion in the 
same mill, when Thomas Kearney had 
his face and hands severely burned. 
Worden haa taken his place. The ex- 
plosion blew the roof off. The mill 
was repaired and resumed running yes- 
terday. About 175 pounds of powder 
was in the wheel when Worden was 
killed. Thomas McMahon waa killed 
by the explosion of a single-wheel mill 
last April. The milt has exploded a 
number of times, each time resulting in 
the death or badly burning of an em- 
ploye.

POLITICAL SENSATION 


SPKUNG IN SAN FEANCISCO BY C. 


J. STILLWELL. 


Sail Brought Against 6000 Voters 


Who, 
he Charges, are Illegally 


on the Bolls. 


SAN FBAKUIBUO, November 1.—The 


big political sensation of the campaign 
was sprung here this afternoon. C. J, 
Stillwell, a private detective, brought 
suit against Registrar Evans and GOOD 
votera who, he charges, are illegally on 
the rolls. Stillwell claims to represent 
the Democratic and non-pa'rtisaii purity 
of election committees. Every one of 
the 6000 men accused is mentioned by 
name. 


It is alleged they have no legal resi- 


dence, and the complaint .emands that 
their names be stricken from the register. 
If the local courts refuse to take the 
action demanded Stillwell declares he 
will secure warrants and arrest the ac- 
cused men as they appear at the polls to 
vote, providing all the warrants cannot 
be served before election day.

The popiilerity of the late Czar 
among the Russian lower classes was 
undoubted. His kindness to them in 
their seasons of plagua and famine es- 
pecially endeared him to them. To- 
night millions of Russians are praying 
for the repose of the soul of their ''Lit- 
tle Father." 
Queen Olga of Greece 


sent the follow lug message to King 
George at Athena from 'Lividia, where 
she has been for several days: "All is 
over. He died quietly. 
We are all 


heart broken." 


The Czar's devotion to the Czarina 


cuased the proverb in St. Petersburg 
that the "Czar is the only Russian who 
ia true to his wife." Since Tuesday, 
when the doctors informed the Czar 
there was no longer room for hope, the 
Emperor composedly waited for death, 
attending to necessary state and family 
affaire in his short intervals of con- 
Bcionanesa and freedom from pain. The 
doctors gave sedatives to procure sleep 
and alley his sufferings. On Wednesday 
the Czar was still able to be taken to a 
window of the palace.

Ho blessed all hie chil- 
dren while sitting upon his arm chair 
Every one was in tears. The Czar's 
voice became so indistinct that it waa 
scarcely audible. 


At noon the convulsive fit of coughing 


was followed by a slight rally. Then he 
was quiet and free, from pain until the 
end. At 2.15 he heaved a deep sigh and 
expired in the arms of the Empress. 


The body is being embalmed and will 


be laid two days iu the palace chapel. 
The remains will probably be embarked 
on the Imperial yatch at Yalta, and be 
escorted 'by tho Black aea fleet to 
Odessa, thence by train to St.. Peters- 
burg, ^topping at important towns for 
•the troops to pay military honors to the 
dead. An imperial decree announcing 
the accewsion to the throne of C/.aro-

gard and it is now necessary that yo 
should mark each name you wish to 
vote for. All names not marked iritb 
the X are not voted for. Be sure to 
place the X opposite each name you 
wish to vote for. Can I use a pencil tc 
mark the X after tbe name? 


This cannot be done. You must usi 


tbe implement provided, which yon wil 
find in the booth. If you mark youi 
ticket with any other appliance it wil 
be thrown out. Be aure to use the X 
and on election day leave vour pens am 
pencil at home. 


Fourth.—How much time do I have 


to mark my ticket? This ia answeret 
plainly in the language of the statute 
It says: "No person shall remain in or 
occupy a booth longer than necessary 
to prepare his ballot, and in no eveni 
longer than ten minutes." 


Fifth.—Suppose I should spoil my 


ballot. 
What then? 
If you should 


spoil your ballot by any inadvertence 
you may return the spoiled ballot to the 
clerk and get another. If you spoil the 
second one yon may get another in the 
same way as you got the second one, 
but in any event not more than three 
ballota shall be given to anyone elector. 


Any elector who cannot read or is un- 


able to mark his ballot because of phy- 
sical disability, should upon his request 
receive the assistance of two officers ol 
election, each of such officers being of 
different political parties, to be chosen 
according to section 1208, Political Code, 
by the inspector of election. 


Care must be taken ia marking the 


ballot to get the X in the square after 
the name you desire to vote for. 
Do not 


put it across the dividing line thus:

If yon mark as above you make it im- 


possible for the election officers to tell 
for whom you wish to vote and your vote 
for that office will be lost. Put the X 
squarely in tho space opposite the name 
you wiali to vote for.

A 
omewhat similar arrangement is found 
u a letter of the year U4C, which was 
written by tho town counsellor of Mu- 
nich to the burgomaster of RasUmburg 
n tho Tyrol, in order to obtain informa- 
tion concerning a man accused of big- 
amy. Iu tho sixteenth century people 
n tho Tyrol and Bavaria used bauds of 
vulluui or cords, fastened with wax. 
"later came separate round and oblong 
wafers. Tho use of the encircling baud 
continued in Austria generally to 1750, 
or thereabout, and probably reached this 
century among conservative people. The 


rat envelope of the modern type in this 


collection belongs to tho year 1715.

The weight of his 
jody being ou the reins, which had 
dropped into the boot, prevented the 
four horses from running away. 


C. H. Bovee of Sierra county, who 


was the only passenger, waa riding iu 
&e box with Meyer. When the robber 
Mgan firing Bovee jumped from the 
coach and ran into the forest. The rob-? 
jer sent three bullets whizzing past 
lim, but ne escaped unhurt. So far OB 
s known tho robber eecured no booty. 
"Waiting a few minutes, and hearing no 
noise, Rovee came out of the bushes 
and took charge of the coach and horeesj 
and brought the dead stager to town. 


At 9 o'clock tonight the murderer of 


Arthur Meyer is still at large, and noth- 
ng more is known of his identity than 
hat he was a short stout man with a 
leavy voice. Within half an hour after, 
he stage came tearing down Broad 
street at a runaway pace, with the dead 
Lriver's corpse bunched up iu the boot, 
armor Arbugast, who was attracted 
rom hia work in a field near the shoot- 
iig, having hold of the reins, and oasa- 
enger Bovee, who IB an invalid, croucli- 
ng inside, weak and speechless from 
he awful ordeal he had gone through, 
icores of firmed men started nut to hunt 
or the. criminals.

Out of 
17,000 persons interrogated 15,316 an- 
swered iu the negative, leaving only n 
meagre 9 per cent of people who had 
boon favored by extraordinary experi- 
ences. Bnt the relative proportion of 
man and women who saw visions and 
dreamed dreams is morn remarkable. 
Only 055 males answered iu ttie affirma- 
tive, but there were 1,029 females. Mr.

He discusses some of 
tho finest ghost stories in this interest- 
ing census and makes au earnest appeal 
to scientific'men to drop thoir attitude 
of "bigoted intolerance" and face the 
mass of strange phenomena which the 
society has gathered BO conscientiously.

expression of the profound disturbance 
of the braiu and nerves. One largo dose 
of fcho essence of tho wormwood indeed 
ias been noted as causing almost Instant- 
y epiloptif onu convulsions in unimala. 
But the'drug is notwithontits uses from 
a broad pjotnt of view. As tho name im- 
ilies, it is an anthelmintic, or a pretty 
raro cure f A certain kinds of animal 
ife^that sometimes infest the intestines 
of men, causing pain and death. This 
pecniiar property was well known, jto 
iio Greeks, who had a wino infusud 
with wormwood called absinthites.

The Sugar II*at Industry. 


For many years the Democratic party 


has been pleading for the removal of 
taxes from "necessaries of life" and 
especially from the article of sugar, and 
in order that the demand of the people 
might bo gratified, the McKinley tariff 
act of Oct. 1, 1890, placed raw sugar 
upon tbo free list, when not testing 
above No. 10 Dutch standard in color, 
and provided that OD and after July 1, 
1891, and until July 1,1905, there should 
be paid, from any moneys in the treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, to the pro- 
ducer of sugar testing not less than 90 
degrees by tho nolarocope, from beets, 
eoryhmii, sugarcane, or from maple aap 
produced in the United States a bounty 
of 2 cents a pound; and upon sugar test- 
ing lew than 00 degrees by the polar- 
iscope, and not leas than 80 degrees, a 
bovcty of one and three-fourths per 
pound. 


In the recent session of congress tha 


Democratic party repealed the bounty 
law, and placed a duty on raw sugar of 
40-, per cent. advalorum. The farmer 
and the laborer should consider and 
ponder well over the result and effect of 
thU Democratic legislation before voting 
on the 6th day of November for tha 
various candidates for office throughout 
California. 


The intent of the McKinley bounty 


law was to encourage and build up the 
beetfingar production throughout the 
United States. 


Our total imports of foreign sugar 


from Oct. 1,1890, when the bounty law 
took effect, until June, 1894, were: 
Beet sugar, l,5Q3,87-i,8Cl pounds; cans 
•ngar, 11,574,226,089 pounds; refined 
ragar, 111,888,428 pounds; total foreign 
ingar purchased, 13,249,489,376 pounds. 


Ilad the 2 cents per pound duty not 


been superseded by the. bounty law of 
Oct. 1,1890, we would have paid on this 
sugar in duty or tax $2&4,9G9,787. 


Tho bounty paid on sugar produced in 


the United States is a total sum of $28,- 
000,000. Amount saved tu the United 
Btates then is f3:Mi,OG9l787. 


The exact bounty paid for the year 


ending June 3l>, 1893, was $!Ka75,130.88, 
or about 15 cents per head of the popula- 
tion, which was a small sura to pay for* 
the saving to the United States-of 
nearly $9,500,000. 


Under the McKinley bounty act the 


producers of the United States was aa 
follows: In tho year 1892, $240,008.56; 
In the year 1893, $581,868.81; in the year 
18S4, $853,174.84. 


The sugar producers of California re- 


ceived bounties on the production as 
follows: In tho year 1892, $163,510.58; 
in the year 1898, $425,723.81; in the year 
1B94, $65R,168.84. 


It will be seen from the foregoing fig- 


urea that the beet sugar industry in 
California very nearly quadrupled in 
three years. It was stipulated by the 
tariff laws of a Republican congress, 
and if that beneficieut law had remained 
upon the rtatute books, and tho industry 
had been fostered until the year 1905, as 
was promised, California alone would 
have produced enough beet sugar for the 
supply of the United States. Within" 
the period of tho bounty limitation the 
United States would have been export- 
ing raw |[igHr instead of sending abroad 
$120,000,yOO annually for the purchase 
of the commodity.

In 1893 it was 21,801,288 pounds. In 
1894 is about 43,000,000.

In all ages people have beau compelled 


to commouicate with, each other. At a 
very early period of the world's existence 
tome material on wblob to inscribe auy 
Information which they wifihod toconvey 
to others was found ueceeeary. Verbal 
messages, though often employed by an- 
cient nations as a means of communica- 
tion, were not always possible to uea 
Secrets had often to bo transmitted, and 
it was a severe trial of a bearer's fidelity 
to intrust him with private affairs. 
Many tales are related in history and in 
legends of trusty messengers who yield- 
ed np their lives rather than make 
known the secret, -which no torture could 
drag from their lipa Still failures-were 
not uncommon, and human ingenuity 
set to work to invent some material ou 
which to inficribo eigus which coaltl be 
understood at a distance. 


As people grew mow civilized, ado- 


maud arose for some material on which 
records and histories might bo written 
aud handed down to posterity. Stones 
wero probably tho earliest form of writ- 
ing material. Even at the prefiaut day 
in many parta of tho world stones ara 
found bearing inscriptions. It would 
seom that among tho earlier races of 
mankind any record of great important* 
was generally engraved upon etouo, as 
being the more likely to bo permanent 
The samo fooling may bo traced in the 
present generation, the inscriptions on 
tombs, f ouudation stones of public build- 
ings and monuments. 


Stones not being convenient for the 


transmission of long messages, though 
admirably adapted for receiving inscrip- 
tions intended to outlast dynasties, oth- 
er materials worn tried. Lead, brass and 
bricks were all found to resemble stone 
too much in its property of not boing 
portable. Lead was found to ha tho 
best, as it could be beaten out into thin 
sheets and written upon with iron or 
rtoal instruments, Jte weight, however, 
was against it 
Tablets of wood, wax 


and ivory, skins of fishes, intestiuee of 
Berpcnts, were all employed as substi- 
tutes and wero found to combine the 
requirements of portability, durability 
and facility of receiving writing. 


The barfe of trees when ouco tried 


was found to bo superior to most of tha 
other materials, and it was employed 
largely tili tho Introduction of paper. 
There are but few kinds of plants or 
trees which havo not been used in tho 
manufacture of btioks and paper, anri 
tho various terms employed by tho 
classic authors donoto tho several parts 
Which weru written on,: such as biblos, 
codex, libnr, tabnla and others. 


Of paper proper itself, it is perhaps 


neuilless to remind our readers that tho 
name is derived from the papyrus, a 
rood growing on tho banks of tho Nilo. 
Though Egypt is generally supposed to 
bo the source whence came tho idea o: 
making paper, evidence is not wanting 
in favor of the theory that the ChiuusL 
wore acquainted with the art at a ver; 
early period. Tho Chinese- process is 
morn ingenious than that of the aucien 
Egyptians, being more of a mannfac 
ture, properly speaking, than tho other. 


Tho Egyptian, paper made from the 


papyrus was mado by laying thin plates 
of tissue, taken from tho middle of' tho 
paper rush, Bide by aide, 'but close to- 
gether, on a hard, smooth table. Other 
pieces were then' laid across the first at 
right angles. The whole was moistened 
with the water of the Nile, which was 
supposed to have some agglutinating 
property (though this probably resided 
In the plant itself X and prossora was 
then applied for a certain number of 
hours. 
Thus a sheet of paper was 


formed which required no other finish- 
ing than rubbing and polishing with a 
Emooth stono or with a solid glass hem- 
isphere and drying in the sun. 


This simple process was rather a prep- 


aration of a natural paper than a manu- 
facture. The process adopted by the 
Chinese coiuos, us already remarked 
more -legitimately under that head. 


The small branches of a tree resem- 


bling a mulberry trea are. cut by them 
in lengths cf about 3 feet and boiled in 
an alkaline lyo for tho sake of loosening 
the inner riiid of bark, which is then 


•00 tons of beets annually. 


For the beets the farmers would 


receive $120,000,000. The laboring men 
in the beet fields would receive about 
$40,000,080 per annum.

When a 
Bumciont quantity of bark has been thus 
laid up, it is again softened in water 
for three or four daye, and tha outer 
parts aroEcraped off as useless. Thereat 
is boiled iu clear lye, which is kept 
strongly agitated all the time xmtil tho 
bark has become tender and separated 
into distiuct fibers. It is then placed in 
a pan or sieve and washed iu a running 
stream, being at the samo time worked 
with the hands until it becomes a deli- 
cate and soft pulp. 


For the finer sorts of paper tho pulp 


receives a second washing in a linou 
bag. It ia then spread out on a smooth 
table and Iffiaten with a wooden mallet 
nntil it is extremely fine. So far the 
manufacture is very much like what is 
carried on by the paper makers of tho 
present day, they having the advantage 
of bettor materials than the bark of 
trees, and machinery now performs all 
the laborious washing and pulping proc- 
esses. The ingenuity of tho Chinese in 
inventing so complicated a process IB 
far superior to that oMuo ERyptiaus.— 
Paper Makura" Journal.

A United States Senator Who is a 


Free Trader iu Theory and a 


Protectionist iu Practice. 


United States Senator Stephen M. 


White arrived from Porterville at noon 
yesterday, and breakfasted at the Rail- 
road hotel with a number of representa- 
tive Democrats. 


In the evening, after the usual parade, 


with fireworkfi. etc., a mass meeting 
was beW at the Barton opera house, 
which waa well filled. The gallery was 
empty, however, eavo for the presence 
•f three or four email boye with whis- 
tles, who frequently disturbed the pro- 
ceedings by putting the applause in the 
wrong place. 


Senator White spoke for nearly three 


hours, and succeeded iii sending some of 
bis audience to sleep, while others 
yawned continuously and unaffectedly. 
The greater part of "the Senator's ar^u 
rnent was devoted, apparently, to an at- 
tempt to reconcile his position as a pro- 
tectionist in California and a free-trader 
elsewhere. 
Prior to the speech Mr. White was 


called'to the f root and "presented with 
a handsome silver punch bowl on ebony 
stand, bearing the inscription: "Pre- 
sented to tbe Hon. Stephen M. White 
by the citizens of Fresno county, Oc- 
tober 27,1894.". -Tue gift was in recog- 
nition of tbe Senator's services in se- 
curing the imposition of a duty on for- 
eign raisins and Xante currants. 
In 


the presentation speech Mr. Church 
made a hit when he remarked: ''Silence 
is said to be golden while silver is /only 
speech, if that bo eo we are all of us 
prepared, tonight at least, to be re- 
garded as silver men. In that respect 
at least we wait for the silver of speech." 
Senator While suitably acknowledged 


the gift and referred to the matter di- 
rectly connected with it. He spoke o£ 
his conviction, formed from personal 
observation, that the raisin industry of 
California ia one which certainly needs 
to be fostered and protected by a tariff, 
and he laid particular stress on tbe ne- 
cessity of placing a duty on what are 
known as the Zaiite currants, but which 
are undoubtedly raisins pure and sim- 
ple.

As 
the senator had been talking dry tariff 
atatistics for two hours, when he came to 
this point it waa not unnatural that a 
number of hia audience should be wrapt 
in slumber, ftnd among thoae who were 
enjoying peaceful real waa Chairman 
Kiioblock of the Populiafc central com- 
mittee.

Ueot'ge C. IVrkiiis, ex-governor and 


present United States senator for Cali- 
fornia, addressed an audience at the 
Barton opera house last nifiht which, 
alike in numbers and in representation 
of the beet class of Fresno county's citi- 
jrnsdip, wftF fifiwJ to none that have 
gw-i-irii lijstiuf-uisiiievl candidates ami 
orator? of all political parties in the 
building. 


Dr. Rowell ae chairman of the meet- 


ing, expressed regret for the absence of 
lion. S. M. Shortridgft who was also to 
have addressed the meeting. He ex- 
plained that it had only been found at 
the last moment that extensive prepara- 
tions had been nude at Oakland for an 
address by Mr. Shortrldge and that gen- 
tleman had felt reluctant to disappoint 
the people ol Oakland under the clr- 
cnmstaucea. Dr. Rowell conduced by 
catling on Dr. A. ,1. Pedlar, nominee for 
itate senator, to wke uppart of the time 
of the meeting. 


Dr. Pedlar referred to the pride which 


all must feel in filing among them the 
man whom the next legislature should 
Eeud back to represent California in the 
the United Status senate. [Applause.] 
After ."peaking of his own experiences 
in a campaign of 1200 miles in this 
county, .Or. Pedlar confessed he was un- 
able to eee any merit in the financial 
chimera of the Populist orators, and 
said it is not more 'IIOURV that is niHHled 
in, this country, but a "higher type of 
Amt'ru-an manhood. 


Iir. Koivell introduced Senator Par- 


kins with the following remarks: -'1 
am about to introduce to this meeting a 
man who came to California as a sailor 
boy: then became a miner, then a mer- 
chant., then a member of the upper 
house in the state legislature, Governor 
of the Etate, dUtiujroiahed in commer- 
cial life, generous in all public enter- 
prise?, generous to a fault to all in dis- 
tress : afterwards aud now representing 
ourp-irious state in the senate of tho 
Unitt l States, yet never forgetting he 
ia or.i- of the people. Such is the gen- 
Uexiii..! we hare with us tonight, and 
whom I now introduce to you. [Ap- 
plauei ] 


Senator Perkins came forwaid amid 


cheer;:. He captured the sympathy of 
his audience from the start, talking to 
men of all parties in a good humored, 
common sense way, equally free from 
rhetoric J cant and Vulgar buffoonery. 


In the coarse of his remarks Mr. Per- 


kin?, after acknowledging the cordiality 
of his reception, said: "It is a pleasure 
to meet the representative citizens of 
JreEnothis eveninc. Thisaplendid city, 
your beautiful homes with yards full of 
shrubbery, sppoks in language more 
abuu'Jam limn words of the high char- 
acter, patriotism and culture of the peo- 
ple of this community. These rural 
nomea of the state constitute the bul- 
wark of patriotism and liberty. It in 
to them we must loot for protection 
against raids on the treasury from San 
Francisco aud the great cities. 


"Xwo years ago the people of this 


country said: 
'We want a change. 


There has been one party in powe*1 all 
these years. 1*1 a new policy be tried.' 
The question was submitted to the peo- 
ple, and the majority decided that we 
•would have a change. 


"Has it been beuetical to the country? 


That is the question we are discussing 
this evening. If there has been a want 
of confidence, if there ha? been a line 
of policy that has prevailed for two 
years, is the present administration re- 
sponsible? 


"Tne Democracy haa control of both 


- legislative branches oi the government, 


and the executive branch, "therefore, 
whatever there is of public policy we 
must hold that party responsible for the 
§ame; therefore, with your permission, 
•we will apeak of national affairs. 


"I come here as one of your repre- 


sentatives to give an account of my 
stewardship. AH your agent at the 
national capital, 1 am here to report to 
yon. I will tell you what I have seen in 
the panorama that passed before me." 


The Senator paused a moment to refer 


to the large number of ladies In the au- 
dience, and declared himself in favor of 
woman voting if she wanted 'to. He 
went •>" 'o meet the Democratic charges 
of ui:: -. usance in the Etate government 
and prononced himself strongly opposed 
to &ny scheme of retrenchment that im- 
periled the public schools. [Applause.] 


"While the school house stands, with 


the fl;i*_- waving over it," said the Sena- 
tor,''this republic will never fail from 
the earth." 


The speaker caused laughter by saying 


that some of his best friends were Demo- 
crats, and, aa individuals. Democrats 
were frequently very fine, nice men, but 
when they got together and formed a 
party they became demoralized, while 
the tendency was for Republicans to im- 
prove by combination and organization. 
He sternly rebuked the administration 
lor the repeal oi the purchasing clause 
of the Sherman act, aud contended that 
it had not in the least degree brought 
back prosperity to the people. 


Said Mr. Perkins: 
"I offered an 


amendment, which came within six 
votes of passing, to the effect tttat any 
one who took to a mint in the United 
Statei a bar of silver from any mine that 
produc id it in the United States, should 
nave it coined ac the mint, less a small 
seigniorage, at the rate of "16 to 1, 
und should be given therefor Ameri- 
can dollars «r the denominational part 
thereof, ft seems to me that this was 
an American policy. It was providing 
for silver we were producing from our 
own mines in tbe territories and states 
of this Union. I also offered an amend- 
ment that all paper-money under i$5 be 
withdrawn from circulation-andnomore 
used." 


The senator ridiculed the Populist 


printing-press idea of making the peo- 
ple's money, and said the result would 
be the production of an era of Conti- 
nental and Confederate acrip. 


He censured the measure which placed 


wool on the free Ikt and brought the 
owners of the 10,000 cattle and 500,000 
sheep in Fretnj county in disastrous 
competition with the farmere of the Ar- 
gentine Republic and .Australia, who 
pav a penny an acre rent lor their land, 
And the Mexican herders who pay no 
rent at all. 


Turning to the lumber industry »f the 


county Mr. Perkins showed how the 
product of tbe pine foreeta ia increased 
in value A thousand fold aa it paasee 
from the lopt" the finished product of 
thtt joii.er's ekill, and said that it all re- 
tolvwi itwJf into a question of protect- 
ing the American mechanic.

SLANG AND JABGON. 


ORIGIN OF WORDS THAT BECOME A 


PART OF OUR LANGUAGE. 


•nail Aw, Kpkemri*), bat Other* Botalo 


Their Popalvlty—Various Calling* Con- 
tribute to TtUU Wanlmaklny—So*** Well 
Knows Example*. 
Slang.—A new word that bu no just 


reason for existence; a popular but tm- 
*uthorized word, pbraso or inodo of ex- 
pression; the jargon of somt> jwrticalar 
cniling or class in society.—\Whster. 


Iti other words, an/tinny iu the way 


of word or expression not iu tho diction- 
ary is "slang," Whfii by reason of long 
continued popularity and general usago 
It is deemed worthy of a place in thf» 
textbook and authority of the language. 
it wascs to be "slang." 


It is from the jargon of particular 


callings or classes in society that tho 
English language is slowly but steadily 
enriched. Tho slang phrase first becomes 
dignified with the term idiom, and then 
it creeps into the now dictionary. 


Not all slang is destined to this 


npotheosia. Mttcb of it is ephemeral. A 
groat deal of it is meaningless, silly or 
weak aud dies ia its childhood. Actor 
folk are given to the invention of new 
phrased moro or less expressive, but short 
lived. "Tho ghost walks'* ia one of the 
few instances of the jargon of stagelknd. 


The theatrical term of "makeup" is 


now iii general use as descriptive of 
anythingstriking in personal adornment, 
referring to tho clothing and not to a 
Hisguise or enhancement of tho features 
as originally. Song and dance men, 
acrobats, eerio comics; sketch teams and 
tho lower order of theatrical folk in- 
dulge in slang that renders their con- 
versation almost unintelligible. For in- 
stance, some knockout nrtist was struck 
by the similarity of tho words pardon 
and pudding, and to his bright minrt 
tho transition to "tapioca" was notdif- 
ficult, bat there is 110 probability that 
tho oppression "Erg yonr tapioca" will 
supplant "I beg your pardon" in the 
language of tho polito world. 


Tho pong nnd dance mail may bo ex- 


cused in eummer days of bankruptcy iu 
calliug the mail with money, willing to 
spend it for refreshment, an "angel," 
and this expression may iu time- creep 
into the language, hut for tho present 
tho ancient term of "sneker" will suf- 
fico; 


Circus slang was the forerunner of 


the jargon of tho variety stage, and iu 
the good days when tho "goslit city of 
tents" was planted upon every village 
greeu the circus folk bad a language al- 
most their own. 


The roots of their vernacular were the 


various parts of tho tout and equipment 
of tho show. Tho boss of tho show was 
called the "main guy," and this expres- 
sion has to a certain extonfcsurvived the 
deoliiio of thn cirenp, and tho "main 
guy" is frequently heard of in work- 
shops. 


Tho great cattle ranges of tho west 


liave given the world tbe term "round- 
Tip." 
It originally referred to the an- 


nual gathering together of the cattle of 
Torious owners that they might bo sepa- 
rated for shipment Today in tho busi- 
ness world it indicates an inquiry into 
the affairs of a firm or corporation and 
has really tho significance of stock tak- 
ing. 


Thieves hare a gibberish FO extensive 


as to almost constitute a language. It is 
ouly understood among themselves and 
by policemen, who ore forced to acquire 
the knowledge of its meaning. Many of 
the terms that have been in use for 
years arc really corruptions of tho Ho- 
brew and had their origin among tho 
"fences" or depots for the reception of 
Etdleu gouds la London. This jurgou, 
while continued for years, has never ob- 
tained outside of the police and criminal 
classes. 


"Lost his grip" is a terse, pathetic, 


almost tragic term, conjuring up as it 
does the story of wasted ambition, 
blasted hopes, ruin and despair, in all 
probability originated among lodge peo- 
ple. A man who had "lost his grip" 
was temporarily in a dilemma. 


From tho mining camps of tho far 


west came "struck it rich," which now 
applies to any human success; "op the 
flume," signifyingfailnre; "hardpan," 
which means a solid paying basis; "pe- 
tered out," which suggests a gradnal 
decline and final suspension of resources; 
"grnbstruck," for assistance given a 
now business enterprise on condition of 
a share in perspective or possible profits. 
Bonanza has beeu a good English word 
for 30 years, and tho Century dictionary 
accepted it along with snob words as 
"boom," meaning to manufacture sup- 
port and enthusiasm, and "squeal," 
meaning to confess aud betray compan- 
ions.

camo 


"switched," with tho meaning of di- 
verted; "sidetracked," for temporary 
f nilure and suspension, the result of out- 
side interference; "ditched," aserpress- 
ing ruin and collapse, and "wide open" 
came from tho locomotive, which re- 
ferred to tho throttle and the extreme 
of speed. Now it means in full swing, 
reckless and regardless of interference. 


"Out of sight" is on Anachronism, as 


it moans plainly in sight, and it is 
growing move aud more iu favor every 
day as a synonym for tho superlative in 
appearance, accomplishment orperform- 
auce.

"It would •uipriMyom to know," re- 


cently remarked an ottctr of one of our 
large packing how* "how frequent 
oases of blood poisoning ore among oor 
employees, and the canae In mo?t of 
these instances would doabUflas surprise 
yon more. A scratch on tho hand from 
a bone of a calf's head or a pig's foot 
often disables a man for a week, aud, 
strangely enough, in almost every case 
that has come under my uotioo the 
>;-ra(ch has been so slight as to be Al- 
most imperceptible. 


"The first intimation, tho man has of 


hia injury is a swelling of the forenrm, 
accompanied by a smarting pain. Both 
twoltiug aud pain generally extend to 
tho shoulder, under which a large long 
sometimes forms. Even after tho pros- 
euoo of tho scratch has beeu in this 
manner demonstrated it is often impos- 
sible to detect it. It is usually caused, 
intho.caso of tho calf's head, by tho 
sharp cdgo on the bone of the nocV, due 
to tho curolc&sucss of the batcher who 
severs the head from tho carcass. If he 
does his work well and hut oleavor haa 
severed tho joint perfectly, all is well. 
for thero is no sharp edgo to cut, but if 
ho has missed the joint by even a hair's 
breadth, which happens in five ca^s ont 
of ten, thero is au edge on the bono that 
will probably work mischief. 


"Of course none of these cists has 


ever resulted seriously, as prompt meas- 
ures aro always token and as wo always 
insist that a man so injured immediate- 
ly consult n physician. This rulo wo 
never vary, for wo feel bound to retain 
A inau ou tho pay roll while suffering 
from such aw accident, oven though ho 
bo unfitted for work, and tho unskillful 
treatment of an apothecary, t'» which 
many of them would liko to icly, or tho 
even less satisfactory methods uf homo 
Burgery would only prolong thn term of 
idleness. "— Now York Sun. 


COINS OF LITTLE PRACTICAL USE. 


The Ould Bollar Dad No Utility, While tlio 


Three Cent Piece Serrtd a Purpose. 
To ono who has not given tho subject 


thought it would seem that tho most 
useless coins over issued by tho United 
States woro tho silver 8 cent pieces. 
They were small, as thin as .1 sheet of 
monilla paper, and boforo they finally 
disappeared fruiu circulation they camo 
to be regarded as nuisances. 


Although thero is much to bo said 


against the annoying little coins, they 
were, aa a matter of fact, of far greater 
utility, as far as circulation is concern- 
ed, than another coin. This is tho gold 
dollar, whioh, espcrta at tho subtreas- 
ury say, has never served any useful 
pnrpose. Said Maurice Mnhleman, cash- 
ier of the snbtreasury, recently: 


"From the mutilated condition of the 


gold dollars sent hero for redemption it 
is positively shown that tho public do 
not regard them as coins. Their only 
use appears to bo for bangles, nooklaoes, 
watch charms, scarfpiua aud the like. 
It IR donbtfal if ono iu a thousand ever 
really passed in circulation. 


"With the 3 cent silver pieco it was 


different. 'When first coined, the coun- 
try had nothing iu the shape of a coin 
between the hngo copper cents and hnlf 
cents and the silver half dime. Tho 
small coin was hailed as a blessing and 
became popular at onca Tlioro wan an 
excellent reason for its issue also. 


"Strango as it may seem, it was not 


provided for by a coinage act, but by an 
aot revising the postal rates. This luw 
lowered tho coat for transmitting the 
unit of weight for letters from o to 3 
cents. It was deemed advisable by cou- 
gresa thereupon to iasuo a coin of corro- 
Epouding denomination.- Tho emu was 
of greatutilityand circnlnted freely un- 
til llio advent of the uiokol." — Now 
York Heral(l._

drag down its inhabitants, but to se- 
cure clean streets and to do the best 
good they can. Tako New York, Chica- 
go, Philadelphia nud othor cities, and 
you find women banded together for 
that purpose. I believe that it is much 
better for ti3 to bo interested in good 
sewerage, good water supply, good air 
and good moral surroundings than to 
bo interested in foreign missions, which 
aro not of quite as close interest to us 
as tho conditions which, surround onr 
own homes.

Tho discoveries 
that she ntado in tho building were 
enough to chock any good housekeeper. 
~~ie wont to work, cleaned the house 
from top to bottom and found In thecel- 
lar o sunken tnb, into which had been 
dripping water from leaks until tho en- 
tire tub "bad rotted away and the stench 
had permeated tho wholo building. The 
children woro dying by the score. Sho 
went to work and did tho general houso- 
cleaniug of that school. And I submit 
to you she was much better adapted to 
it than any man.in tho city of Quincy, 
and tho work was certainly not an ttdd- 
ed-bnrdeu to tho city of Qnincy, but a 
great relief.—Anna Shaw in Woman's

STUDY THE AMENDMENTS. 


A Duty to Which All 
Citizens 


Should Attend. 


Emioit Rsi'DBLiCAN*:—Amid the im- 


portunities of the various candidates 
the voter at the coming election is Hablo 
to overlook the fact that there are sev- 
eral important amendments to tlie con- 
stitution, tho wisdom of which he will 
be called upon to decide. Preceding 
electlons, however, have shown that 
voters are disposed to disregard this 
very important part of their dutv as citi- 
zens. Whenever a change in the state 
constitution is Bought, and two-thirds of 
both houses of the legislature agree 
upon the proposed change, the proposi- 
tion is then submitted to the people. If 
a majority of the votes caat are In favor 
of it the proposed amendment becomes 
a law, In deciding upon them it U' nec- 
essary to know in "what particular they 
are going to amend the law already ex- 
isting. 


As the law now stands, no idiot, in- 


sane person, no native of China, and no 
convicted 
criminal 
can vote. 
The 


amendfhent adds to this list every per- 
son who cannot read the constitution in 
English, nor write his name. It does 
not apply, however to persons prevent- 
ed from BO doing by reason of some 
physical disability, aa blindness; nor 
to pereons who already have the right 
to vote, nor those over sixty years of 
age. It may be proper to acid that the 
Treaty of Queretero spoken of in this 
amendment is the treaty between the 
United States and Mexico, which closed 
the Mexican war and gave Mexican resi- 
dents in California the privilege of be- 
coming American citizens if they choose. 
Educational qualifications for voters al- 
ready exist in several states. It would 
be an Incentive to education, and should 
receive the support of all foes of igno- 
rance. 


Amendment No. 2 differs from the ex- 


isting section only in the addition of the 
first clause which gives the legislature 
power to make general and uniform laws 
concerning the formation of new coun- 
ties. Its adoption would tend to make 
the erection of new counties more sel- 
dom a means of gratifying personal 
aims. 


Amendment No. 3 is to be an entirely 


new section and not designed to change 
any existing one. It exempts fruit and 
nut hearing trees under the age of four 
years and vines under the age oi three 
years, from taxation. Sach a provision 
is just and reasonable, as the farmer 
should not he compelled to pay taxes on 
his orchard or vineyard until he derives 
some revenue from it. 


As the law now stands, resident for- 


eigners have the same rights that are 
enjoyed by citizens. The fourth amend- 
ment would restrict their rights in the 
possession of real estate, and is designed 
to discourage the possession of property 
by aliens. 


Amendment i£o. Scuta out that part of 


the law providing for two boards of 
supervisors in consolidated city and 
county governments of over 100,000 peo- 
ple. San Francisco is the only one of that 
size in the state and theadoption of this 
amendment would take from it the 
privilege of having sui;h a luxury aa two 
boards of supervisors. If they want 
them they ought to he allowed the 
privilege. 


The present state board of equalisa- 


tion eoneis.s of four members. Tho 
sixth amendment would give us one 
member from each congressional dis- 
trict, which would mate eeven iu all. 
This would give San Francisco a con- 
trolling interest in. the board and that 
august body would probably not be hard 
upon the property owners of that city; 
which already pays an altogether too 
small proportion of tLe taxes. This 
amendment should be voted down. 


Amendment number eeven makei 


change in the existing law by adding to 
the list of property exempted from taxa- 
tion, free libraries and free museums. 
This will at once recommend itself as 
being an advisable change. 


The eighth amendment to he voted 


upon adds to the members of the state 
board of education the president and 
professor of pedagogy of the state uni- 
versity. It IB only within the last few 
years that the state university has taken 
the proper interest in the public school 
system of the state, being spurred up by 
the active efforts of the professors in the 
new Stanford school. So it is advisable 
to drag some of those learned professors 
from among their musty shells and 
relics of the carboniferous and other eras 
and make them look after the lower 
schools of the state. 


Tho ninth amendment should be voted 


against by all means. It increases the 
pay of the legislators to $1000 a session 
and mileage. Unless we vote them a 
sufficient sum for their services so that 
there will be no temptation to increase 
their revenue bj other means we had 
better leave the thing as it IB. 


It must be borne in mind that the 


amendments are to be voted upon ac- 
cording to their numbers in the senate 
and assembly and not number one, two, 
three, etc., as in this article. The easiest 
way to vote upon them is to Btudy the 
order in which they are published. On 
the ballot they will he voted upon in 
the same order.
